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1) Monochrome photographs of Figures 8 A and 8B do not clearly distinguish the 
cotyledons of developing seedlings from their background, and thus do not clearly 
show the full extent of increased cotyledon expansion in the overexpressing seedlings 
in Figure 8B, compared to the seedlings of wild-type in Figure 8 A. Copies of Figures 
8A and 8B in both monochrome and color are attached to underscore to this statement.
